10 credit of the government. 
' 'Third—Tho objection that a currencyduter- 
lined in volumo'.by a definite percentage upon 
upositcd securities of high value, can never 
ossess tho Hovibility and elasticity ot vol- 
mo whidi are tho clilof commercial ad- 
antn™fS of a bank currency in any form. 
Against these objections- it la answered: 
"First—That tho question as to having pa- 
er money at all is not atprescnt a practical 
no, because it is evident thai out- pooplo 
vill have pajxjr money in one form or an- 
ther, and that oC all forms o£ paper money 
£ which we havo had any experiijnco, tho 
present national bank currency is the least 
objectionable, even to those who think that 
all such money should bo avoided. 


"Second—That whileabank currency based 


on government bonds and redeemable in 
;reonbael;s, may be considered as a kind o£ 
jovonmicnl money on which tho banks nro 
•citing tlio prolir, yet without this privilege, 
or some oth.r equivalent to it, tho national 
Kink system could never have been estab- 
ishod, nor con it now bo maintained, and that 
his i.s'thu cheapess price at which the pcoplu 
or the goveriimeiit could have got any bank- 
ng system so good in all respects nnd so val- 
mbloas tl:is has proved to be. Anothei 
argument is tliat tho government must pny 
ntorost upon its bonds whether these urn 
:eld by the banks or not, hence the profit to 
;o tho banks on theso bonds has been ob- 
•aincd without charge or. the 
treasury 


while on the oilier land, if tho banks had 
not been ofToreil sufficient inducement to in- 
vest in tlic'so bonds many moro oC then 
would have gone abroad at low prices and 
tho country as a whole would be so mucl 
tho worse otr, 
"Third—That tbo want of flexibility in tho 


currency and of elasticity of volume ore 
consequences arising from tho scarcity 0 
bonds and tho high prices to which they 
have risen, and that this cou'.d not have bcci 
loraeen nor provided against in tho origina 
acts, but may now bo remedied by prope 
legislation. 


"Theso objections aud tho answers to then 


aro stated without comment. They seem 
worthy of consideration. Somo suggestion 
havo been made to mo as to new legislatioi 
on this subject, which, together with siicl 
conclusions ui I have been able to reach, ar 
subject to whatever disposition congress maj 
bo pleased to order."
